It  waa  only  a  moment's  smile— only  s  passing 
glance  from  a  soul  Just  hovering  on  the  borders 
of  that  land  from  which  no  words  of  oheer  from 
human  life  havs  ever  ooine,  and  yet  It  waa  to  my 
soul  almost  as  a  message  from  the  dead,  and  left 
a  memffry-thit  will  not  fade  sway.
